In their text only zine, Bain explores the 
underlying psychology that leads to 
transphobic violence. That is, trans sex 
disrupts the conventions of 
heteronormativity, inspiring disgust and 
fear in transphobes. Bain also includes 
counterarguments to some of JK 
Rowling's more widely touted points 
about menstruation, detransitioning, and 
bathroom signage. Other issues 
explored in within the letter are the 
connections between transgender 
identities and capitalism, American 
individualism, abuse, language, 
fetishization, and the medical/mental 
health system.
